On March 13, 1953, wenver informant T-2, of known reliability, 
reported that he hed sts rmeceived information frem a@ source 
he beileved reliable refilectine tnat subjects PERZRIA and ~ 
PRADING, as of March rh ae 1¢52, were at their winter home, 

W:31 west 22nd Street, Sxmiset island, #4, Miami Beach, Ylorida, 
and hed recently been discussing plens to go to Scuth America 
"to exclore business possibilities". Informant surmised 

that FERERIA and EBPADING =sicht be planning a trip to Secuth 
America to avoid serving their 12 year sentences which 

were tren reported to be vending on appeal to the United 
States Supreme Court.

S. District Court, £1 Peso, Texas. it was 
stated that arrangements had teen made by the repartment 
to be immediately advised by tre Supreme Court of action 
taken on the writ ard thet if the writ were Gen‘ed the 
Ue. S. Attorrey end the 7. S. District “udge at £1 Paso 
might attempt to expedite mandate from the Circuit Court, 
The Bureau stated that all offices must be elert to
